In 2018, Southeast Missouri State University (SEMO) restructured the alignment of its colleges 

and departments for administration savings as well as better alignment of specific disciplines and 

ultimately, better support, service, and clarity to our students. The department of Human 

Environmental Studies was dissolved and the programs within that department absorbed by other 

departments aligned with those disciplines. Because of this restructuring and the sustainable 

interest and enrollments in the options of the BS in Human Environmental Studies, we are 

proposing those options be converted to standalone degree offerings as outlined below.
